This  work  examines  the  record  of  Russia’s  dip¬ 
lomatic  triumphs  in  relation  to  her  past  activities 
in  Manchuria  and  Outer  Mongolia  and  analyzes 
her  ambitions,  her  goals,  and  her  tactics  during 
the  fateful  decades  between  the  Chinese  Revolu¬ 
tion  of  1911  and  the  Japanese  attack  on  Man¬ 
churia  of  1931. 

With  the  construction  and  operation  of  the 
Chinese  Eastern  Railway  through  Manchuria 
at  the  turn  of  the  century,  Russia  was  able  to 
maintain,  in  the  northeast  corner  of  China,  a 
state  within  a  state.  Through  the  manipulation 
of  this  railroad  Russia  secured  economic  domi¬ 
nance,  strategic  control,  and  political  influence 
over  Manchuria. 

Several  aspects  of  Russia’s  objectives  and 
methods  have  not  previously  been  fuUy  explored. 
They  include  the  “railway  policy,”  the  myth  of 
the  Russian  Trans- Amur  Army  stationed  in 
Manchuria,  and  Russian  and  Soviet  designs  on 
the  strategically  important  regions  of  Hulunbuir 
in  western  Manchuria  and  of  Tanna  Tavu  in 
northwestern  Outer  Mongolia. 

The  author  concludes  that  present  Soviet  ex¬ 
pansionist  policy  is  merely  a  logical  development 
on  a  global  scale  of  its  successful  practice  since 
the  infancy  of  the  Communist  regime.

From  Cleveland  by  Ship 
to  California,  1849-1850 

Robert  S.  Fletcher 

In  1847,  a  brig  was  built  and  launched  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Black  River  in  Lorain  County, 
Ohio,  on  the  southern  shore  of  Lake  Erie.  She 
was  christened  “Eureka.”  The  name  was  ap¬ 
propriate  for  in  September,  1849,  terigged  as  a 
barque,  she  set  sail  from  Cleveland  bound  for 
the  California  gold  fields.  Through  the  efforts 
of  George  Bancroft,  the  American  minister,  she 
was  given  special  permission  by  the  British  Privy 
Council  to  pass  from  the  lakes  to  the  Atlantic  by 
way  of  the  Welland  Canal,  the  St.  Lawrence 
canals  (then  existing),  Montreal,  and  Quebec. 
She  was  the  first  American  vessel  to  take  this 
route.  Once  in  the  Atlantic  she  sailed  out  past 
the  Cape  Verde  Islands  and  down  to  Rio  de 
Janeiro,  from  Rio  to  Cape  Horn,  and  from  the 
Cape  up  the  west  coast  of  South  America  to 
Valparaiso.  In  June,  1850,  after  nine  months 
at  sea,  she  entered  San  Francisco  Bay. 

This  is  the  story  of  the  ship  and  particularly 
of  the  59  gold-seeking  passengers,  most  of  them 
from  Cleveland  and  northern  Ohio,  who  made 
this  unusual  voyage.  Dr.  Fletcher’s  account, 
based  on  original  sources,  does  not  stop  at  San 
Francisco  Bay.  He  explores  the  fortunes  of 
both  ship  and  passengers  after  they  reach  Cali¬ 
fornia.

This  book  provides  the  investor  with  the  con¬ 
sistently  developed  “yardstick”  data  essential  not 
only  to  a  more  efiFective  comparative  analysis  of 
industries  and  companies  but  also  to  a  fuller 
appraisal  of  portfolio  diversification.  It  is  the 
product  of  a  four-year  study  which  involved  the 
close  examination  of  150  companies  over  the 
twenty-one  year  span  from  1935  through  1955-

This  volume  presents  the  results  of  extensive 
investigations  of  the  differences  in  state  per  capita 
incomes  in  terms  of  their  industrial  and  occupa¬ 
tional  structures,  the  types  of  income  receipts, 
and  the  age,  educational  attainments,  labor  force 
participation,  and  urbanization  of  their  residents. 
The  changes  in  these  income  differences  are  re¬ 
lated  to  the  level  of  income  and  to  many  of  its 
structural  aspects.  Both  the  official  estimates  (as 
revised  in  1955)  of  state  personal  income  for 
1929-1954  and  the  National  Bureau  of  Eco¬ 
nomic  Research  estimates  for  1 91 9-1 921  are 
examined.  Extensive  use  is  made  of  the  income 
data  in  the  1950  decennial  census  and  of  the 
earnings  data  in  the  censuses  of  manufactures 
and  wholesale  trade  for  1947  and  1948.

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Public  Expenditures 
in  Australia

In  most  countries  of  the  world,  public  expendi¬ 
tures  are  equal  to  a  large  and  increasing  frac¬ 
tion  of  national  income  and  are  used  as  a  major 
instrument  of  economic  stabilization.  This  study 
is  an  attempt  to  ascertain  and  describe  the  char¬ 
acteristics  and  behavior  of  public  expenditures 
in  a  free  economy,  particularly  that  of  a  federal 
state.  Attention  is  given  to  the  economic,  ad¬ 
ministrative,  constitutional,  and  political  factors 
which  influenced  and  determined  expenditures, 
and  to  the  financial  relationships  between  federal 
and  state  governments. 

The  book  is  a  study  of  the  behavior  of  public 
expenditures  at  all  levels  of  government  in  Aus¬ 
tralia,  particularly  for  the  period  from  1929  to 
1955.  It  attempts  especially  to  ascertain  the 
causes  of  the  great  changes  in  expenditures  which 
took  place.  Australia  was  chosen  as  a  subject  of 
study  for  several  reasons:  it  is  a  young  and  rapid¬ 
ly  growing  country;  it  has  experienced  great 
changes  in  the  pattern  of  expenditures;  it  has  a 
unique  system  for  administering  the  financial  re¬ 
lationships  between  federal  and  state  govern¬ 
ments;  and  it  is  a  member  of  the  British  Com¬ 
monwealth  which  has  many  characteristics  in 
common  with  the  United  States.

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Chaucer 

A  Critical  Appreciation 

Pauli  F.  Baum 


This  is  not  another  general  survey  of  Chaucer, 
but  a  criticism  which  is  appreciative  and  an  apy- 
preciation  which  is  critical,  focused  on  selected 
aspects  of  Chaucer’s  poetry  which  best  illustrate 
its  dual  purpose.  It  is  critical  not  only  of  Chau¬ 
cer’s  limitations  but  of  the  professional  scholars’ 
excesses  in  Mwcritical  praise  of  their  “incomparable 
poet.”  By  way  of  appreciation  it  draws  attention 
to  certain  merits  of  Chaucer’s  poetry  which  have 
been  usually  overlooked. 

The  first  chapter  tries  to  form  a  picture  of 
Chaucer  in  his  own  milieu  and  to  relate  his  lit¬ 
erary  work  to  it.  This  is  followed  by  a  special 
study  of  the  scholars’  elaboration — some  of  it  in¬ 
genious  and  some  of  it  irresponsible — of  Chau¬ 
cer’s  representation  of  the  Pardoner.  On  the 
Canterbury  Tales,  Chaucer’s  most  famous  but 
very  uneven  work,  there  are  four  sections. 
Chaucer’s  masterpiece,  Trotlus  and  Criseyde,  is 
discussed  apropos  of  its  controversial  Epilogue, 
which  reflects  on  his  success  and  his  failure  in  the 
management  of  the  whole  passionate  story.  Last¬ 
ly  there  is  a  chapter  on  Chaucer’s  art  and  his 
humor.  Throughout  the  book  there  are  fresh 
critical  observations,  some  of  them  perhaps  hetero¬ 
dox,  on  other  poems  and  characteristics.

These  letters  reveal  Conrad  at  work  on  such 
memorable  books  as  Lori  J'tm  and  the  volume 
of  stories,  “Youth,”  “Heart  of  Darkness,”  and 
“The  End  of  the  Tether.”  They  are  addressed 
to  William  Blackwood,  editor  of  Blackwood^ s 
Maga%ine  and  head  of  the  famous  Edinburgh 
publishing  house,  and  to  David  S.  Meldrum,  lit¬ 
erary  adviser  in  the  London  office  of  the  firm. 
They  show  the  patience  and  kindness  of  Black¬ 
wood — a  kindness  on  which  Conrad  came  to  lean 
very  heavily.  A  Conrad  microcosm,  the  collec¬ 
tion  illuminates  the  complexity  of  his  troubled  but 
heroic  career.  A  few  of  these  letters  are  among 
the  most  eloquent  Conrad  ever  wrote — one  in 
particular  is  a  moving  defense  of  his  character, 
career,  and  his  ideals  in  art.  His  financial  inse¬ 
curity,  dramatized  in  his  indebtedness  to  Adolf 
P.  Krieger,  bore  indirectly  upon  the  relationship 
between  author  and  publisher  and  finally  led  to  an 
estrangement.  In  retrospect,  however,  Conrad 
looked  upon  his  connection  with  Blackwood  as 
perhaps  the  happiest  of  his  life.  The  letters  of 
Conrad,  about  140  in  all,  are  fortified  by  those 
from  Blackwood  to  him  and  by  memoranda  from 
Meldrum  to  Blackwood.  Since  Conrad  and 
Stephen  Crane  were  bound  together  in  friend¬ 
ship  and  both  were  bound  to  Blackwood's,  sev¬ 
eral  letters  about  Crane  are  also  included.

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American  Independence 
through  Prussian  Eyes 

Marvin  L.  Brown,  Jr.,  editor 

This  selection  of  previously  unused  Prussian  dip¬ 
lomatic  correspondence,  translated  by  the  editor, 
reveals  the  way  in  which  the  negotiations  of 
1782-1783  were  regarded  by  a  great  neutral 
power.  The  letters  are  those  exchanged  be¬ 
tween  Frederick  the  Great  and  his  ambassadors 
in  London,  Paris,  The  Hague,  and  Madrid.  In 
a  limited  and  specialized  way  they  supplement  the 
Politische  C orresfonden-z.  of  Frederick  the  Great, 
which  goes  only  as  far  as  the  spring  of  1782,  the 
point  at  which  these  letters  and  excerpts  begin. 
They  show  the  Prussian  statesmen  following  the 
negotiations  of  1782  with  great  attention  and 
well  aware  that  American  independence  would 
not  occur  in  a  vacuum.  In  commenting  on  terri¬ 
torial  settlements  they  particularly  emphasized  the 
interrelationship  of  the  North  American  settle¬ 
ments  with  the  operations  in  the  Caribbean,  In¬ 
dia,  and  especially  at  Gibraltar.  The  Prussians 
were  refreshingly  objective  in  their  observations. 
They  detected,  however,  little  of  the  ideological 
significance  of  American  independence  and  re¬ 
vealed  at  times  amusing  lack  of  geographical 
understanding.  Frederick  himself  appears  as 
greatly  changed  from  the  dashing  figure  of  1 740. 
By  1782  he  had  become  an  elderly  philosopher- 
king,  anxiously  interested  in  peace,  mediation, 
and  commerce.

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Negro  Slavery 
in  Arkansas

For  nearly  a  century  the  history  of  Negro  slavery 
in  Arkansas  lay  in  obscurity,  remembered  chiefly 
in  family  traditions  and  by  a  decreasing  number 
of  “old-timers.”  No  serious  attempt  was  made 
to  record  the  history  of  the  “peculiar  institution,” 
and  its  importance  was  so  minimized  that  general 
historians  of  slavery  in  the  South  usually  devoted 
only  a  few  lines  to  Arkansas.  And  yet  when 
slavery  was  abolished  there  were  slaves  in  every 
county,  and  almost  one-half  of  the  population 
was  directly  involved  in  slavery  as  slave,  slave¬ 
owner,  or  member  of  a  slaveowner’s  family. 
But  now  the  significant  place  which  Negro 
slavery  occupied  in  the  life  and  economy  of 
Arkansas  has  been  given  due  recognition  in  this 
first  comprehensive  study  of  slavery  in  Arkansas. 
Mr.  Taylor  traces  the  growth  of  slavery  in 
Arkansas  from  John  Law’s  Colony  through 
French,  Spanish,  territorial,  and  statehood  days, 
then  describes  with  authentic  flavor  various  as¬ 
pects  of  the  institution:  the  slave  trade,  work, 
h'ving  conditions,  medical  treatment,  religion, 
education,  marriage,  personal  morality,  discipline, 
and  manumission.  The  book  is  based  largely  on 
original,  previously-unused  source-material:  dia¬ 
ries,  plantation  records,  letters,  family  papers, 
church,  city,  and  county  records,  and  news¬ 
papers.
